FOR UNION SCHOOL DISTRICT, No. 4, IN TILTON. 


The school year for Union District comprised three terms. 
in all the departinents, aggregating thirty two weeks, viz.: two 
terms of eleven weeks and one term of ten weeks. 

The schools were in the immediate charge of of Misses 
Lyford, Page and Wyman, who respectively taught the Gram- 
mar, Intermediate and Primary departments. Their work 
shows commendable results, judging not only by the evidence 
manifested in the school Registers, but from personal observa- 
tion of the several members of the Board of Education. 


We offer for your consideration the following suggestions : 
A concrete or some kind of a walk across the street and extend- 
ing to the school building would be of great convenience and 
should be laid. Those who have visited the school during the 
past year will appreciate the importance of the above sugges- 
tion. | 

There should be better facilities for heating and ventilating 
the school house. ‘The furnaces now in use are old and worn 
out, causing great trouble and inconvenience. During the past 
year they proved inadequate for the proper heating of the 
school rooms, and in consequence the morning sessions were 
several times interrupted.
